DOUMA IS BEGUN 


Parliament Again Assembles in St. 


Petersburg and Outcome of 


Meeting is Uncertain. 


A SHORT LIFE IS 


THAT MOTTO BE 


RESTQREO TO 


CALEB POWERS 


St. Petersburg, Nor. 14.—The third 


Russian parliament was opened in 
the Taurlde palace at 11 o'clock this 
morning in the presence of Premier 
Stolypin and the cabinet by'M. Goln- 
bett, vice president of the council of 
the empire. 
The 
religious 
service 


preceding the opening was conducted 
by the metropolitan antonious and a 
large number of bishops and other 
high ecclesiastics and was made the 
occasion for a great display of pa- 
triotic enthusiasm on the part of the 
conservative and moderate members. 
The emperor was vigorously cheered. 


The city Is perfectly quiet. 
One 


hundred 
students 
gathered in the 


vicinity of the palace, but tney did 
not attempt to make a demonstration. 
A score of mounted patrols on 
the 


quays and in the principal thorough- 
fares were more than 
sufficient to 


preserve order. The only discordant 
note was struck by the social demo- 
crats, who remained in the commit- 
tee room during the reading of the 
emperor's greeting and entered the 
main hall only when it was necessary 
to sign the oath. The constitutional 
democrats showed no marked enthus- 
I asm In singing the national hymn or 


the cheering, but otherwise they par- 
ticipated decorously in the proceed- 
ings. 


Promptly at 11 o'clock the metro- 


politan antonius. pope of the Russian 
church, 
attended 
by an imposing 


suite of ecclesiastics gowned in cloth 
of gold, among them being the arch- 
bishop of St. Petersburg, and eight 
mitered bishops, filed into Catherine 
hall and the Metropolitan and the 
choir began a deep-toned chant of 
praise. 
The bishop, deputies, evlogi 


and 
Mitrofan, 
wearing 
sacerdotal 


robes, assisted the Metropolitan, who 
afterward 
Intoned the litany and 


prayer 'for parliament, in which the 
greirt mass of the deputies reverently 
joined. At the close of prayer in re- 
sponse to a general call, the national 
hymn 
was 
repeatedly 
sung 
amid.

Premier Receives Blessing. 


While the deputies were entering 


the hall. Premier Stolypin approached 
the Metropolitan- and received his 
blessing and the pontifical kiss on 
both cheeks.

When the coroner's clerk asked for 
details Dr. Joseph A. Blake replied 
and said that when he was-called to 
Mr. Barney's house the banker wag 
dead. 


Mr. Barney was president of the 


Knickerbocker Trust company, •which 
closed Its doors at the beginning ot 
the recent financial crisis. The Insti- 
tution was one of the largest trust 
companies in the city and had UrttU-1 
ties estimated at from J60.000.000 to 
J70,000,000. Mr. Barney had long 
been prominent in the financial life 
of New York and was Interested In 
many enterprises. His wife is a sister 
of the late William C. Whitney. 


Mr. Barney was 66 years old, a na- 


tive of Cleveland, Ohio, and tor many 
years bad occupied a prominent place 
In financial and social circles in this 
city. Aside from his connection with 
the Knickerbocker Trust company h» 
had been interested at various times 
in many other financial institutions 
and business enterprises. He was a 
member of the New York gtock ex- 
change house of Kogers & Gould. He 
had made large investments In New. 
York real estate. 


Mr. Bitrney was educated at Wil- 


liams college, being a member of th* 
class of 1870, and he was a member 
of tho Williams Altrmnl association 
and many art' societies' and social 
clubs. 


It. bocamo known within the last 


few days that Mr. Barney was in a 
state of physical and mental collapse. 
At tho office of the

Trust company it. wnn known this 
morning thnt his physical condition 
was very KG dons, and sotno of IhOHo 
wh'b had known him Intimately for 
yoars spoke of the pitiable condition 
he wa» In.

Man Buried Four Days Be- 


neath Own Cottage, 


Finally Saved. 


Mahanoy City. Pa., Nov. 14.—Mich- 


ael McCabe walked out of his grave 
yesterday and back to the cottage 
where his "wake" had been held two 
nights before and his wife and chil- 
dren 
were 
mourning 
his 
death. 


Henceforth his name will live in the 
legends of miners hereabouts as the 
hero of one of the most amazing es- 
capes from death ever recorded. 


For almost four days and nights— 


to be exact, eighty-eight hours—Mc- 
Cabe lay in a crevice 
of the earth 


450 feet below the surface. Early on 
Saturday he was digging in a shaft 
of the draper colliery at Gilberton 
when an unlucky shot brought the 
earth down upon him. cutting off all 
escape. 


That was bad enough, but the 


knowledge that what he felt would 
be his grave lay directly underneath 
the home in which his wife and cliil 
dren awaited his coming sent a pecu 
liar poignancy to his plight. 


It is not often a miner works 45( 


teet below the floor of his own cottage, 
but that is what McCabe was doing 
when the roof fell in and he knew it. 
His wife and family learned it later 
when they were told he had been 
caught and that there was little or no 
hope of his rescue. 


"Grave" Right Under His Home. 
For four days and sleepless nights 


the wife moved about in her cottage 
' with the knowledge that somewhere, 
almost right under her feet, her hus- 
band was slowly dying. The agony 
of it was a little too much for the 
woman, so that when they brought 
him back to her yesterday it was a 
long time before she could realize 
that it was her husband who had re- 
turned to her in the flesh from the 
grave. 


Since Saturday, when the top of the 


chamber in which he was working 
caved in and caused a rush of culm 
and water from the surface, relays of 
workmen toiled unceasingly to reach 
McCabe. 
Shortly 
after 
midnight 


Tuesday night the rescuers detected 
a scratching noise which told them 
that McCabe was still living and with 
renewed vigor fresh reliefs wore put 
to work with the 
result that at 5 


o'clock yesterday 
morning 
he was 


reached. 
McCabe was more nearly dead thar 


alive when reached. 
Ho 
had 
nol 


changed his position from the time 
the rush occurred, as he feared that 
by moving about 
another 
rush oi 


culm might start which would end 
his life. 


Aflony of the Miner's Plight. 


After he 
realized 
that 
he was 


saved and had recovered a little o 
his strength McCnbe told this story 
of his experience: 
"When the shot went off It took 


down the whole roof for 120 feet, they 
tell mo. The slush coming down pu 
my light out. If I had been six Inches 
farther out I would have been caught 
Right away I knew I was cut off. The 
flrst thing I did was to say my pray 
era, and I thought of the wife and 
kids right above me. I was praying 
for them 
more than 
for myself, 


knew I would come out all right. Bu 
there I was down in the earth an< 
they were right above me. If 1 could 
dig my way up I would come out In 
my own cellar. And I kept thinking 
of the wife, up there thinking she'i 
never see me again. 
"I was in a space about ten: fee 


square, but the highest part was onlj 
four feet, BO I couldn't stand up. 
had only one match and I saved that 
I didn't know but maybe the wate 
would rise and I kept the match so a 
to be able to find higher ground it 
had to. 
Besides you never can tel 


about fire damp after a fall. 


Sips Kerosene to Keep Alive. 


"So I spent the whole time in the 


dark. 
I found a couple of old dyna 


mite boxes and these I put togethe 
for a bed, and after a while went t( 
sleep. 
When 1 woke up I was hun 


gry 
I had some tobacco with me am 


chewed some of that. 
The tobaccc 


kept me from getting hungry, 
bu 


after a while that wouldn't do. 


"I think I took a long sleep, fo 


when 1 woke up I felt as empty as an 
old powder can. 1 couldn't stand i 
any longer, so I commenced to sip thi 
oil out of my lamp. The oil kept m< 
from getting weak. 
There must b< 


lots of nourishment in it. I broke of 
chips of wood and chewed them and 
swallowed a little when I got it fine 
It didn't go bad mixed with the oil 
When I got thirsty I caught handfuls 
of the sulphur water dripping from 
the rocks. It was pretty strong, bu 
there wasn't anything else on tap. 


"It must have been some time yes- 


terday that I heard the men working 
and I knew help was near. That las 
two hours seemed longer than days.

The atten- 
tion ot the treasurers Is railed to the 
tact that after a diligent effort is made 
to collect the taxes an<i the money 
Is not forthcoming. It Is their duty to 
lay the case before the prosecuting 
attorney of the county, who, by litiga- 
tion, may attach property or garnishee 
the wages of the delinquent:

from Buffalo, has been raised and all 
the Buffalo-New York lines will co- 
operate in a movement to aid In the 
exportation of grain from this coun- 
try. 
This Is n matter ot distinct Im- 


portance in connection with the gold 
Import movement that Is now under 
way. 


The traffic managers and other Im- 


portant officials of the railroads met 
representatives of the grain trade and 
ot the produce exchange and agreed 
to ship out one million bushels of 
grain per week from Buffalo to New 
York up to the close of navigation.

TH1 •APBTY OP DEPOSITS IN NA- 


TIONAL BANKS. 


In answer to many questions as to 


the security of the national banks. 
United States banking officials in the 
treasury department at Washington 
are pointing to some, very valuable 
material bearing on the safety ot de- 
posits In national banks. There has 
been a good deal of interest in the 
subject for a long time because ol 
the charges that a note Issue secured 
only by the general assets ot the banks 
would bo unsafe. This has given rise 


a a careful study of Insolvencies car- 
ried on In the comptroller's. In the 
janking 
and 
currency committee 


of the house of representatives 
and 


elsewhere. The material thus com- 
piled has assumed an unusually signl- 
Bcant character of late because of the 
unjustified anxiety of many deposit- 
ors to get their funds from banks and 
hoarding the money In their own 
fashion. 
Analysis ot the figures 


throws a flood of light on the ques- 
tion and makes it plain how little 
basis there Is In actual experience for 
the timidity, anxiety and even alarm 
felt in many quarters. 


Comptroller Rldgeley says that of 


all banks In the national system which 
have become" Insolvent, 376 have after- 
ward been fully settled and their re- 
ceiverships have' been terminated. 
This Is the body of proved actual ex- 
perience on which reasoning can be 
based. 
Figures show that 
these 


banks had at date of failure combined 
capitals of $59,047,420. their total as- 
sets. In nominal value at the time 
when they were taken charge of by 
receivers, being $236,459,547. On the 
final settlement of the affairs of these 
trusts, assets of the nominal value of 
$11,607,387 
were returned to 
the 


stockholders, including $2,094.705 in 
cash. 
Dividends were paid to the 


amount of $94,690,043, or 74.42 per 
cent on all claims proved amounting 
to $127,236,916. In order to ascertain 
the full amount realized by creditors. 
It Is necessary to add the dividends 
paid to tho amount of offsets allowed 
and loans paid. 


The records, therefore, show that 


creditors realized on their claims a 
total ot 80.88 per cent. It Is true. 
however, that this does not cover tho 
total experience under tho national 
bank act. In all there had been "dur- 
ing the period 1865-1904 438 failures, 
and time enough has elapsed since 
1904 to make somo progress In liqui- 
dating the assets and learn enough of 
the situation to make a fair estimate 
as to the probable results. Making 
such an estimate on tho basis of past 


experience, it appears that a gross 
total of claims amounting to $147,309,- 
314 have been proved. 
On tftese 


claims the amount of loss for the 
whole 43S banks will be about $43,- 
028,977, or 29.21 per cent. In order to 
get at an idea of the general safety 
of the system this should be compared 
with the deposits in the whole number 
of banks In the system over the com- 
bined years in question. This gross 
aggregate of deposits was $53,322,538,- 
115. 


The loss must therefore be com- 


pared with this in percentages and fig- 
ures show that th«* average annual 
loss on each dollar of deposits would 
amount to $00.0807. or eight one hun- 
dredths of i per cent.

Congressman Hull, while not 
the Inventor of this point of view, 
nevertheless says something that is 
of added Interest to the Taft man- 
agers. They may not subscribe to tho 
compulsory 
phase with which Mr. 


Hull qualifies his prediction, but the 
contingency Itself will look more llko 
a probability from having been voiced 
by tho Iowa statesman.

light. As is often the case, the* vlc-

some overhasty people and judged be- 
ore their motives, intentions or griev- 
ances are fully known, while the real 
creators of all the trouble, and a few 
Pharisees, 
posing as 
the 
injured 


larty, are overlooked. 


It Is not my purpose here to put 


up a defense, as much as to offer a 
rebuke. As to our reasons for build- 
ing tho kind of fences on our prop- 
erty that we choose to have, I could, 
possibly, give nearly enough to supply 
all of the signers ot the fence peti- 
tion with a separate one, but I do not 
have to give any at all. Whether we 
choose to build a gilded palace or a 
log cabin, a marble balustrade or a 
rail fence, on our own premises, Is 
our business, and we can make our 
reasons known when and to whom we 
choose, if we choose. By the way, In 
a moment of thoughtfulness, it. might 
occur to some that but. for the present | 
board of public works we would not 
have had any material with which to 
build our stone fence; and, that those 
hard, cold, enduring stones can stand 
where they are as a permanent monu- 
ment and object lesson, to commemo- 
rate as flagrant an injustice and as 
cruel a wrong as was ever done to a 
property owner In this city. I cannot 
lake your space to tell the whole story 
of how one of the very best sidewalks 
ever laid In Fort Wayne, in almost 
faultless condition, wna condemned 
and ordered up to make way for a 
short-lived "veneered gravel" walk, 
of the kind with which this city Is 
now being made nn undefended vic- 
tim, as tlmo will prove. The record 
of the superior,court.shows that the 


court recognized the wrong and the 
injustice to be done us, but was pow- 
erless, it believed, to prevent it. I 
could call attention to hundreds upon 
hundreds of people who came from 
all over town to see the stone walk 
that had been so condemned. While 
it was extremely gratifying to have 
the assurance of sympathy that came 
to us, I cannot remember that any of 
these petitioners, in any public way, 
came to our assistance and publicly 
denounced the wrong. I could fluot* 
hundreds of judgments passed upon 
the "outrage" and, as some have 
terme/i It, the "crime." I might point, 
easily and correctly, to the 
place 


where the "outrage" and the "crime" 
were cordially approved and received 
support—I would have only to point 
to one, so far as I have been able to 
learn. 
I can but wonder why the petition- 


ers are so exercised over a simple 
stone fence that answers such fitting 
use and may be made, as it will be 
made, a thing of beauty. Have they 
never seen the 
ten or twelve-foot 


brick wall that encloses part of the 
Hamilton estate? 
Have they never 


properly estimated the home of the 
Art school, its portico, and the sur- 
rounding premises? Have they never 
noticed the black mass of smoke and 
soot that pours almost out of the 
very cornice of the public library, be- 
fouling the library building itself and 
all in its vicinity? Few of these peti- 
tioners have lived in the same place 
as long as we have and I will guaran- 
tee that none of them ever saw such a 
freak of a house as we lived next to 
for over forty years; but we did not 
liy to the common 
council with a 


Frantic, prayer to have the freakish 
"eye sore" removed from an otherwise 
attractive landscape. 
While talking 


about civic improvement, have these 
petitioners waged any war against th< 
butchers of trees and murderers o 
shade that 
have caused 
miles o 


cheap, inferior, tree-killing sidewalKS 
to be laid on our best shaded streets 
The dead trees, the real eye sores 
have yet to be realized and they wil 
be in evidence soon enough. 


Were I to throw a sidelight on thi 


petition, I could disclose a man sneak 
ing off to -an obscure typewriter 
where ho thought he was least known 
to have this remarkable paper pre 
pared for signatures, when he had a 
typewriter in his own office. That is 
his way. 


I doubt If even, at this time, I could 


have been persuaded to break the si- 
lence I have maintained, and give no- 
tice ot any kind to this ridiculous pe- 
tition, except for the following para- 
graph which it contains: 


"Since the paving of Wayne street 


the property owners have continuous- 
ly been engaged In beautifying the 
street by removal of unsightly objects, 
inclusive of front and division fences, 
by improving tho lawns and sidewalks 
and remodeling old and erecting new 
buildings until tho library square and 
others had become models of civic Im- 
provement, gratifying to the aesthetic 
sense of tho resident's pride, and at- 
tractive to tho stranger within our 
gnten, and the lat« J. K. Edgerton as- 
sisted In the movement." 


Here Is where every signer 
has 


(thoughtlessly, perhaps) done us a 
cruel Injustice. Virtually robbed of a 
fine, expensive Improvement In front 
of our homo, wo replaced It with tho 
best that money would buy; we put 
down a now stone walk nearly equal, 
but Btlll inferior, to iho one of which 
wo were robbed—one so good, that It 
Is Hald to be "tho finest In the city." 
We made other

robbery. Incidentally, forced upon us. 
Our home Is our pride and wo con- 
tinue to maintain It, at a cost beyond 
our means, at such a standard as 
makes It conceded one of the beat kept 
and most attractive properties in the 
city. 
In tho many years that resi- 


dents of West, Wayne street passed 
over tho stones, now In our atone 
fence, no walk on t,he street, was kept 
In better condition or cleaner, at all 
times, for the comfort of the public 
and the credit of the city. I can safe- 
ly say thtit. no signer of the petition 
has expended as large a portion of 
his income and done as much work 
with his own hands to make his resi- 
dent district creditable and attractive 
as I have. I yield to no OLV, not to 
the late J. K. Edgerton, In my sincere 
love of home beautifying—It has been 
my occupation insofar as my time, 
means and strength could go. 
If I 


have two other virtues, (I may lack 
many) they are: 
Paying all of my 


debts, all of the lime, and minding 
my own business. 


Twenty-seven ynnrs 
ago, when I 


brought, the first bicycle to town and 
predicted that It would one day be- 
come "the poor man's horse," citizens 
stood on the curb, within my hearing, 
and discussed me as "a damned fool." 
I ran the gauntlet of jeers, Insult and 
persecution for years, until time vin- 
dicated. 
I learned my lesson then, 


and am not afraid of the future now 


I have no Aladdin's lamp with 


which to accomplish things in a 
night, but, if the soil, and the rain and 
the sun and niy strength will serve 
me, I shall endeavor to make our "ivy 
wall" a thing of beauty. I can but 
hope, like the Mikado, that "My ob- 
ject all sublime, I shall attain in time," 
etc.The statement that the petition Is 
signed by all or nearly all of the res- 
idents of the street is far from true, 
and makes no difference. It serves to 
remind rne ot the consideration of 
the board of public works when it in- 
formed me that if an almost unani- 
mous petition were presented to it by 
the property owners of the street say- 
ing that our sidewalk was a very su- 
perior one and perfectly satisfactory, 
it would condemn It "just the same."

The plaintiff In the case was John 


Shaffer, a well known resident of

the accident which

future divert to Indiana a part, of the 
stream of 1.200,000 Immigrant- that 
comes to tho United Slates annually. 


Indiana's alien labor statute is pe- 


culiar, being unlike any other state 
statute in the country. It- makes it 
an offense to contract with aliens to 
bring them Into the state to work, 
and an employer who does so Is sub- 
ject to a penitentiary sentence.

across the Indiana boundary until the 
attorney general submits a construc- 
tion that admits of such a course.

WILD DUCK. 


While there are more than twenty varieties o£ the wild 


duck, the cooking is about the same. Ducks should be roasted 
or broiled, as a general thing, but always served rare. Twen- 
ty minutes in a very hot oven will cook them enough to suit 
the average masculine taste, but women as a rule prefer them 
to bo cooked five'or ten minutes longer. 
Like venison and 


other wild game, they must, not be washed, but simply wlpod 
with a damp cloth. 


Some culinary authorities advise stuffing wild rtiick with 


celery to improve the flavor, but If they have come from good 
fcoding grounds all they require Is bo be cooked as simply and' 
quickly OB possible. With canvasback, redhead or mallard It 
te'llkc-pftlntlng the Illy to attempt to Improve the flavor. If 
th«y'aro to be broiled, split through tha back without detach- 
ing the pieces and flatten with a rolling pin. Sprinkle inside 
with »»lt and pepper and lay on a dish while you rub them 
or»r with olive oil Inside nnd out.

a clear flr« or under the gas fiamo. Turn and broil the back.

Gotham Merchants. 


JURY FOR BRADLEY 


CASE HAS BEEN 


New York, Nov. 14.—Secretary of 


tho Treasury Cortelyou was the prin- 
cipal speaker at a meeting of the 
Merchants' association of New York 
today. He discussed tho money strin- 
gency at some length, speaking in 
part as follows: 


"I am commissioned to deliver to 


you a message of hearty congratula- 
tions and best wishes, coupled with a 
renewed assurance of appreciation of 
your co-operation in many matters of 
public moment. That message is from 
the president of the United States. 


"We have learned some things by 


experience recently, by a very trying 
experience, for many of you, but one 
from which I hope you are even now 
rapidly 
recovering. 
Among other 


things, we have learned what it means 
to stand steady in times of storm and 
stress. We have learned, too, more 
fully, perhaps, than 
heretofore 
the 


value of credit in the business world, 
and have had brought homo to .us 
anew the fact that it is a most deli- 
cate part of a most delicate mechan- 
ism. We have learned where weak 
places were, where 
improper prac- 


tices obtained. 
We have learned 


again the value of co-operation. 


Guilty Will Be Pursued. 


"In some directions what was weak 


has been strengthened, and what is 
all important, if any man has been 
guilty of a violation of trust that 
makes him amenable to the law, we 
may feel confident that its processes, 
in orderly manner and regardless of 
sensational incitement for or against 
him, will be evoked in the Interest of 
the public. 


"Now 
that the financial storm ap- 


pears to be subsiding we should turn 
our attention more and more to the 
relief of the country at large. One 
of the most gratifying incidents of 
our recent 
trouble has 
been 
the 


prompt and patriotic response of many 
of our great labor organizations to 
the appeal ot employers for their co- 
operation. 


"It Is time when every citizen should 


aspumo 'his share of the burden. The 
hoarded money should be put back 
into th« banks and the exactions of 
bankers and merchants should be pro- 
portioned only to actual buslnens ne- 
cessities. To do otherwise Is not only 
unpatriotic but unwise. 
Hoarded Money Would Relieve Crisis. 


"I believe that if this money of the 


country wherever hoardod 
were 
at 


once put back to fulfll Its functions In 
the channels of trade there wo,uld bo 
within twenty-four hours an almost 
complete resumption of business op- 
erations. Tbe various plans advocat- 
ed for currency reform must be sub- 
jected to rigid scrutiny, to the end 
that the citizens of every section shall 
bo fairly treated, their needs and re- 
quirements consulted and, ahovo all, 
that whatever action IK . finally taken 
it shall be so sound and wholesome 
as to enhance our commercial stand- 
ing among the nations of the world. 


"An a people we have this and ninny 


other gravo problems before us. Their 
solution will not bo a thing of a month 
or a year. We must approach them 
with the determination to exercise dis- 
passionate judgment and to seek, as 
our ultimate aim. Justice as between 
man and man."

Twelve Men Will Decide 


Fate of Woman Accused 


of Murder. 


Washington, Nov. 14.—The jury fgr 


the 
trial of Mrs. Bradley on the 


charge of murdering former United 
States Senator Brown was completed 
at 11:15 o'clock today, and Assistant 
District Attorney Turner immediately 
began the presentation of the case for 
the government. 


When District Attorney Baker an- 


nounced the 
government's 
satisfac- 


tion with the jury, Mr. Hoover re- 
sponded for the defense with a simi- 
lar statement, and for the first time 
the prisoner faced the twelve men 
who are to determine, her fate. They 
were sworn and without further cere- 
mony Assistant District Attorney Tur- 
ner presented the government's side 
of the case. He first read the Indict- 
ment and then In direct language de- 
tailed the facts of the tragedy which 
resulted In the death of former United 
States Senator Brown. He told how 
Mrs. Bradley had gone to the hotel 
and registered as Brown's wife; of 
how she had sought him out at his 
room and luon the second visit had 
fired the tm> shots which five days 
afterwards sent the man to his grave 
and finally of two chambermaids and 
the proprietor of the hotel entering 
the room after hearing the shots fired 
and finding the wounded man lying on 
the floor. Tbe hotel proprietor asked 
who shot him and he replied by point- 
ing to Mrs. Bradley, saying: 
"That 


woman over there." Brown was then 
asked if she was his wife and both he 
and Mrs. Bradley replied In the nega- 
tive, she adding that "while she is not 
his wife, he wan the father of her chil- 
dren." 


Mr. Turner said it would be shown 


also that Mrs. Bradley had said that 
her act was deliberate. "If," he said 
in conclusion, "the government suc- 
ceeds in proving these things and II 
you believe It was a deliberate mur- 
der, we think it would be your duty to 
return a verdict 
of guilty 
as in- 


dicted." 


When the trial was resumed today 


there were eleven men In the jury 
box. As the attorneys on both sides 
seemed well satisfied with most of the 
jurymen the opinion was quite gen- 
eral that the proceedings would soon 
result in the completion of the jury 
which will determine the fate of the 
woman whose life Is at stake. She ap- 
peared more composed today than at 
the beginning of yesterday's session 
of court. 


Mrs. 
Bradley was again accom- 


panied by her mthcr, but, as on yes- 
terday, the two sat apart, tho elder 
lady taking a seat, ten or twelve feot 
distant from the younger. 


The proceeding of securing a Jury 


was resumed as soon as Judge Staf- 
ford took bin seat and H proved even 
more tedious than on yesterday, be- 
cause one after another of the tales- 
men Indicated such bias that none of 
Ihe first fourteen could be accepted. 
Some staled that their convictions 
wero so strong as to constitute a fixc-.l 
prejudice. 
Others based their objec- 


tion on the ground that they were op- 
posed to capital punishment. 


Pretty Outline Embroidery Desigt 


The border seen in our illustration 


admits of being worked in several 
ways, as well as duplicated or re- 
peated several times, forming a wide 
stripe suited for many purposes. In 
the latter case it would be repeated 
back to back, the points coming out 
on 
either 
side. 
Ordinary 
chain 


stitch, stem stitch or whip stitch all 
form well known ways of outline, 
these being carried out in silk, flax 
or cotton, according to the material 
of the border. 


If you wist, to cut out the scallops 


you should work a close, neat button- 
hole stitch, pointed as in the design, 
and cut it out after ironing. 
To 


make this stronger, run 
a. thread 


closely on the points before you but- 
tonhole them. 


Figure 2 shows you a very simple 


way of making an outline. 
Take 


four threads of stout embroidery cot- 
ton, 
cable silk or coarsest flax, and 


twisting them together, couch them 
down with small stitches taken at 
regular intervals and of a different 
color to the twist. This makes an 
excellent outline 
for bold designs 


where there are not many turnings. 
It would not be suited for the small 
points. 


It is a good plan to use several out- 


line stitches In one piece of work. 
Figure 2 would be most suitable for 
the bold curves found in this design: 
The small inner details can be done 
in stem or rope stitch. 


Figure 3 shows you a blue chain 


stitch worked over a double thread 
zigzag fashion. 


Figure 4 shows you a very pretty 


and effective French stitch. 
Over a 


double line of cotton five stitches of 
a contrasting color are worked at 
Intervals, the cord foundations being 
seen between thorn. 


In figure 5 three knot stitches. «x- 


etuplifled In figure G, are worked with 
spaces between at regular Intervals; 
and over these spaces another color 
is worked, as seen hi figure 5. 


Ordinary whip stitch in two colors 


is seen in figure 7. In tho first run- 


Pi; r. 


ning take up very little stuff on your 
needle, and make your stitches at 
regular intervals. 
The whipping is 


next done by only taking up tho 
stitches already formed. 


Outlining in gold is very effective, 


especially if you couch it down with 
red. green or blue silk. 
Japanese 


gold needs twisting with the 
left 


hand finger and thumb as you lay it 
down, otherwise it unrolls'and shows 
the cotton or silk on which it is 
rolled. 


Ordinary chain stitch worked at 


each side of the gold cord makes a 
change, and is very effective. 


Outline work appeals to those who 


like work which does not take much 
time to execute. 
Wool tapestry is 


the best—with gold cord on serge it 
is very effective used on art serge Tol- 
lable covers, curtain borders, etc., 
says Home Notes.

each side are four windows. At each window is a raised platform to give 
the one who occupies the chair upon it a view of the tracks, unobstructed 
by the heads of those who are seated in front of him. There are eight of 
these seats in the car. The space occupied by the boiler, which extends 
about three feet into the ca.b, has also been utilized by placing an uphol- 
stered covering over it just high enough to make a good seat and this will 
accommodate at least eight men on each side, giving a seating capacity 
of twenty-four to the observation part ot the locomotive. Early in the sum- 
mer the" local shops built a similar car for the Chicago Terminal division 
of the Pennsylvania and so far as known these are the only cars of like 
pattern in America. No. SOS engine was built in the Allegheny shops in 
1880 for passenger service and was at that time one of the large passenger 
engines.

The Bass works 
have lost over fifty of their foreign 
laborers and it i/ said that «ach left 
the city well supplied with cash. 
These Syrians and Macedonians are a 
thrifty set and It is not an uncommon 
thing to find men among them with a, 
thousand or more dollar?. Although 
they are not credited by Americans 
•with a great deal of Intelligence, they 
keep well Informed concerning finan- 
cial matters so far as they are likely 
to" beT affected, and as soon as the 
money stringency appeared they drew 
their savings from the banks and 
have since been lugging it aDout with 


them.- One man at. the Bass works 
who camo there two years ago with 
scarcely n dollar, left this week with 
a roll of $700. 
Another who had 


worked there three or four years had 
over $1.000 with him. He carried the 
money In every pocket and seamed to 
delight In making a display of it. It 
in estimated that the Syrians and 
Macedonians who left the Bass works 
for their native country carried cash 
to the average of $300 per man. The 
men fear dull times this winter and 
lest they are assured of steady em- 
ployment, they pack up and start for 
the old country, where the cost of liv- 
ing is much less than in America.

Report River1* Stage for Ohio | 


Weather Bureau. 


Upon the recommendation o£ City 


Engineer Randall, O. B. Mohler has 
been appointed Fort Wayne observer 
for the Ohio division of the United 
States weather bureau, located at Co- 
lumbus. Some time ago the Colum- 
bus station installed a river guage In 
the Maumee river and will keep rec- 
ords of the river's stage for the bene- 
fit of Ohio towns along the waterway. 
The guago is located on the south 
side of the east abutment of the Lake- 
side bridge, where the stone has been 
dressed, painted white and figures in- 
scribed in black. 
The station has 


fixed 15.0 as 
the flood stage of the 


river, though Mr. Randall says that in 
March, 1904, when the big reservoir 
at Celina burst, releasing its flood of 
waters into the St. Mary's and thence 
into the Maumee, the water rose to 
the 21.50 point. 
This stage marked 


750.20 above sea level.
